A registered attendance of more 
than 1300 was expected for the 5th 
Annual Convention and sample cut- 
ting of the Northwest Canners & 
Freezers Association held in Portland, 
Oregon, Monday and Tuesday, Janu- 
ary 9 and 10. When the smoke had 
cleared, a paid registration in excess 
of 1400 had been counted, just how 
many additional non-registered guests 
were in attendance was rather im- 
possible to estimate. For example the 
room used for the allied industries 
cocktail party accommodates 2,000 
persons for a meeting. That room was 
jammed with “sippers” for the oc- 
casion and some people, it seemed, 
couldn’t get in at all. 


Business meetings and social affairs 
were held in the two leading hotels of 
Portland, the “Multnomah,” and the 
“Benson.” Memory has a way of 
playing tricks on the best of us, but 
in our 30 years of reporting conven- 
tions, we cannot recall an instance in 
which a regional convention of can- 
ners and freezers used the facilities of 
more than one hotel, other than for 
siceping accommodations.

RAW PRODUCTS AND FOOD 
PROCESSING CONFERENCES 


On Tuesday the interest was di- 
vided with raw products conferences 
and food processing conferences run- 
ning concurrently the day long. Even 
so these technical sessions had turn- 
away crowds. 

Discussions at the raw product con- 
ference were centered around field 
problems, mechanical harvesting, han- 
dling of processing crops, and panel 
discussion of the pesticide protective 
screen. Here, too, specialists from the 
Oregon and Washington State Uni- 
versities cooperated with processor per- 
sonnel. The panel on pesticides also 
included Dr. Ira Somers of the Na- 
tonal Canners Association and R. J. 
Marsh of the Canners League of Cali- 
fornia. 


Discussions at the Food Processing 
Conference included plans for the 
Northwest Sanitation Conference, the 
Frozen Food Handling Code and its 
significance, and a symposium on new 
developments in packaging and con- 
tainers. There was a panel discussion 
of processing waste and water prob- 
lems, and a paper on new develop- 
ments in refrigeration research. 


JUNIOR GROWERS HONORED 


Dr. Harry A. Schwartz, assistant vice 
president, Federal Reserve Bank of 
San Francisco, was the featured speak- 
er at the all-industry luncheon on 
Tuesday. Following Mr. Schwartz's 
address, five farm boys from Oregon, 
Washington, and Idaho, 1960 NJVGA 
state and regional winners, were 
honored by the Association. Awards 
were determined on the basis of fi- 
nancial return for the crop grown,

California Canners Turn Out En 
Masse For Sample Cuttings 


Eager to see how the quality of their 
1960 packs compared with the quality 
of other California canners, members 
of the Canners League of California 
turned out en masse January 12 and 
13 for the 38th Annual Fruit and 
Vegetable Sample Cuttings held at the 
Fairmont Hotel, San Francisco. In all, 
counting canners, brokers, buyers, 
University of California, and allied 
industries, some 1600 persons jammed 
the hotel for the annual event. 

The cuttings provide an opportu- 
nity annually for members of the 
League to compare samples of their 
products with those of their competi- 
tors, and in this way stimulate main- 
tenance of the high quality of the 
California packs. The samples were 
selected on a random basis from can- 


ners’ warehouses by a representative 
of the League, assuring a true cross 
section of the season’s pack of each 
item or style. Committees of experts 
from the industry judged the samples 
for appearance, taste, texture, and uni- 
formity of product. The identity of 
the packer of each sample was, as 
always, carefully protected until judg- 
ing was completed, after which each 
packer was enabled to identify his 
own samples, but no others. 

The program featured the display 
and judging of samples of apricots, 
cherries, figs, fruit cocktail, fruit for 
salad, clingstone peaches, freestone 


peaches, pears, asparagus, green beans, 
lima beans, spinach, tomatoes, tomato 
juice, and tomato paste.

DEATHS 


O. J. Sawin, sales manager, vice 
president, and treasurer of Rogers 
Brothers and active with the seed com- 
pany for approximately 30 years prior 
to his retirement in 1947, died in San 
Diego, California, on January 10 of 
congenital heart failure. Mr. Sawin 
had many friends in the canning in- 
dustry and the seed industry, and 
served, a three-year term as a director 
of the Canning Machinery & Supplies 
Association. 


Emil Rutz, 61, 1947 president of the 
National Canners Association, and 
president of Schuckl & Company, 
Sunnyvale, California, since 1937, died 
suddenly January 8. 

A native of St. Gall, Switzerland, 
Mr. Rutz left that country in 1919, 
arriving in America in 1921, and join- 
ing the Schuck] firm in 1923. He be- 
came president of that firm in 1937. 
His executive ability is credited with 
having had much to do with the 
growth of Schuckl to one of the largest 
single cannery units on the Pacific 
Coast. 

Mr. Rutz was ever active in associa- 
tion affairs, serving NCA continuously 
from 1940 until his death. He was 
also a former president of California 
Processors & Growers, Inc.,and a direc- 
tor of Canners League of California. 

His term as NCA president was dis- 
tinguished by decisive leadership, and 
his public utterances industry 
spokesman were arresting demonstra- 
tions of the penetrating thought of 
the scholar and business philosopher. 
A staunch and fearless supporter of 
the free enterprise system, his state- 
ments in defense of this basic Ameri- 
can way of life will long be remem- 
bered for their rhetoric and logic.

NEW YORK MARKET 


Buyers Move to Cover Stocks Ahead of 
Price Rises—Standards Wanted—Ac- 
tivity to Continue into New Pack Year

New York, January 20, 1961 
THE SITUATION.—Over-all de- 


mand in canned foods has remained 
fairly active locally, and the trade is 
moving to get supplies for near-term 
requirements in shape under the in- 
fluence of continued upward price 
pressures in a number of canned foods 
products. Many distributors are par- 
ticularly concerned with the problem 
of rounding out inventories on stand- 
ard canned vegetables, anticipating a 
good “standards year” in the light of 
growing unemployment in many parts 
of the country. 

“THE OUTLOOK.—Faced with ad- 
vancing prices and a dwindling supply 
of unsold canned food staples in first 
hands, some distributors are looking 
over the supply and relative price situ- 
ation in companion frozen products 
as a measure of potential over-all sup- 
ply in the months ahead until 1961 
canned foods packs begin going into 
the cans in volume. At the moment, 
however, there is nothing in the pic- 
ture which would justify a shift’ in 
marketing emphasis from the canned 
products, and the movement of canned 
foods is expected to remain active, 
with minimum carryovers in prospect 
‘or packers at the close of the current 
marketing year. 

TOMATOES.—Demand for canned 
omatoes in the tri-states has been ac- 
“ve and buyers, in a number of in- 
‘tances, are seeking deals which will 

isure them shipments at a specified 
sonthly rate through April. Mean- 

hile, canners continue to quote the 

‘arket for standards at $1.10 for Is, 

1.35-51.40 for 303s, $2.20 and up for 

4s, and $7.50 for 10s. Reports from 
lorida indicate that tomato canning 

» progressing slowly, because of 
imited supplies of raw stock. Florida 
anners are listing standard Is at $1.05, 
vith 303s at $1.3214-$1.35, 214s at 
»2.20-$2.25, and 10s at $7.25-$7.50, 
il f.o.b.

nd California note continued strength 

n canned tomatoes in those areas. 
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CORN.—Canner offerings of corn 
out of the tri-states continue to dwin- 
dle, and the market is seemingly head- 
ing for still higher levels on limited 
unsold stocks still held by packers. 
While an occasional lot of standard 
crushed is reported at $1.35, most 
sellers are unwilling to go below $1.40, 
and the market for extra standards is 
strong at $1.50. Fancy crushed is 
quoted anywheres from $1.60 up, with 
$1.65 generally the inside figure that 
most sellers will consider. 


PEAS.—Demand for standard peas 
is holding up well, and while some 
sellers are still willing to do business 
at $1.30, many have raised their sights 
and are firm at $1.35. Extra standard 
4-sieves are held at $1.35-$1.40, with 
fancy l-sieve commanding $2.50 to 
$2.60, f.o.b. canneries. Standards in 
the midwest have generally worked up 
to a $1.35 basis. 

BEANS.—There is a good demand 
for standard cut green beans, and tri- 
state canners are holding the market 
at $1.20-$1.25, with the market in the 
midwest up to $1.30. Fancy French 
style lists at $1.60 to $1.70. 

SPINACH.—Buying in spinach is 
picking up a little, and here, too, it is 
a story of strong prices.  ‘Tri-state 
packers quote fancy 303s at $1.50, with 
21s holding at $2.15 and 10s at $7.50. 
California canners are quoting fancy 
303s at $1.15, with 214s at $1.60 and 
10s at $5.00. 

CIE RUS.—A_ general increase in 
concentrator prices for orange juice 
this week has given new impetus to 
the demand for tie single strength 
canned product, notwithstanding re- 
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cent price advances. The market for 
sweetened orange juice 2s is generally 
held at $1.70, with 46-ounce at $3.90- 
$4.00, while natural juice is strong at 
$1.80-$1.85 for 2s and $4.25 for 46- 
ounce. Sweetened blended juice holds 
at $1.4214-$1.45 for 2s and $3.25 for 
46-ounce, with natural at $1.50 and 
$3.40, respectively. On grapefruit 
juice, sweetened 2s are reported avail- 
able at $1.15, with 46-ounce at $2.60, 
while natural is strong at $1.25 and 
$2.80, respectively. Texas canners have 
advanced their prices, with fancy nat- 
ural grapefruit juice 2s held at $1.10 
and 46-ounce at $2.50, with sweetened 
at $1.0714 and $2.25. Florida fancy 
grapefruit sections are strong at $1.85 
for 303s and $5.50 for 50-ounce, with 
fancy citrus salad, where available, 
quoted at $2.50 on 303s. 
WEST COAST FRUITS.—There has 
been a fair amount of business re- 
ported on fruit cocktail, following re- 
cent price declines, and the market for 
competitive brands of choice is hold- 
ing steady at minimums of $2.00 on 
303s and $3.00 on 214. .. . Buyers are 
taking peaches only in limited way, 
and are seeking to beat the $2.40 bot- 
tom price at which choice 214s are 
currently being held. . . . Inquiry for 
Bartlett pears continues fair, and 
buyers are still seeking additional sup- 
plies of sweet cherries, without much 
success. . . . Prune plums are also in 
limited supply and strongly held... . 
Only limited inquiry is reported at 
the moment for apricots. 
SARDINES.—Distributors have not 
yet started accumulating sardines in 
any volume against anticipated Lenten 
requirements, and the market is show- 
ing a little easiness. Canners are 
quoting the market at $8.50 per case 
for quarter keyless, but some business 
is reported to have been worked below 
this level. 


SALMON.—Continued export buy- 
ing, largely by the United Kingdom, 
is adding to market strength in salm- 
on, and it appears like a tight market 
until 1961 pack becomes available. 
Buyers are seeking additional supplies 
of pinks, and find the market strongly 
held at $28 for Is and $16 for halves, 
with chums at $24.50 and $14, respec- 
tively. Fancy reds are available in a 
fair way, with Is ranging $35 to $36 
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per case and halves held at $23-$24. 
Supplies of Puget Sound sockeyes are 
on the short side, with halves strong 
at $25 per case, all f.o.b. northwest 
points. 


CHICAGO MARKET 


Business is Good—Shipments Moving— 
Lack of Offerings Tenures the Market— 
Which Way Will it Go?

Chicago, January 19, 1961 

THE SITUATION.—The current 
situation is one that is a little bit 
dificult to pin point. Routine busi- 
ness is good and shipments continue to 
move into Chicago in an orderly fash- 
ion. On the other hand, there isn’t 
much zip to the market and there is 
a definite dearth of canned food of- 
ferings of the kind that create interest 
and action. The independent canners 
are pushing for shipping instructions 
on commitments already on hand but 
they are not very free with offerings 
for the open market. The canners of 
advertised brands are pushing hard for 
additional movement in the form of 
deferred billings and temporary pro- 
motional allowances. All put together, 
it seems like a strong market without 
much life to it. 

The citrus market is an excellent ex- 
ample of the case in question. The 
market is strong although prices vary 
widely, leading the trade to wonder if 
even the industry knows what their 
product is worth. The floors are bare 
with every distributor pressing for an 
early delivery of natural citrus but at 
the same time quantities involved are 
minimum as everyone wonders if the 
product will sell at current high prices. 
Which way will the market go is the 
important question and opinions vary 
as much as prices. 

Price shading on tomato juice by 
certain local processors when the en- 
tire market on tomato products was 
supposed to be strong, the break in 
the price of kraut, also supposedly 
very strong and sharply lower prices 
on cocktail have the average buyer 
wondering about it all. Declining 
business prospects in general and an 
advancing stock market add to the 
confusion. Which way will the wind 
really blow? 


CORN.—There will be come scram- 
bling this week to get under cover on 
small remaining stocks of standard 
and extra standard corn as prices are 
going up. It may not make much dif- 
ference as so little is left unsold but 
standard cream style in 303s is now 
worth $1.40 with extra standard at 


$1.50 and a buyer really needs some 
background with a canner if he ex- 
pects to get the order confirmed. 
Uncle Sam is also scrambling to find 
additional supplies of #10 corn as un- 
sold stocks in these parts are very 
tight with prices strong at $8.50 for 
extra standards and $9.25 to $9.50 for 
fancy. 


KRAUT.—Distributors here are not 
too sure current allowances on kraut 
will be withdrawn the end of this 
month but they are buying the item 
as if it is going out of style. Here is 
one situation where the industry can- 
not complain about a lack of coopera- 
tion on the part of distributors as all 
of them have big plans for National 
Kraut and Frankfurter Week. If prices 
really do revert back to previous levels, 
the trade won’t hesitate to cover ahead 
for the balance of the heavy selling 
season. 


TOMATOES.—Buyers here appear 
to be playing a game of trying to buy 
standard 303 tomatoes for less than 
$1.40 but they don’t seem to be win- 
ning much. ‘They all start dickering 
sometime before they actually need 
additional supplies and then end up 
buying them when necessary at $1.40. 
Local canners are anxious to ship but 
not so anxious that they will succomb 
to anything below the above quota- 
tion. An interesting hassle with the 
market still very firm. 


PEAS.—Another situation where 
limited supplies ‘n the face of sus- 
tained demand is_ inching _ prices 
higher. Perhaps the industry is not 
moving as a unit but individual can- 
ners are moving their prices higher 
here and there on those items where 
they feel the pinch the most. They 
are all affected on standards and there 
is a firm bottom of $1.30 on 303s and 
$7.25 for tens but better grades are 
likewise creeping up and this is true 
particularly in the case of tens. Ex- 
cept for fancy 2 sieves, which always 
seem to be a problem, the market is 
strong across the board and should 
Stay that way. 


BEANS.—This is a routine market 
at the moment except for the trade’s 
desire to cover on additional quanti- 
ties of fancy Bluc Lakes as most of 
them were subjected to pro-rated 
deliveries. The demand is there but 
not the beans although Northwest can- 
ners are watching the movement of 
booking and any falldown will be 
sold elsewhere in a hurry. The other 
tight spots are fancy French style and 
good quality extra standard regular 
cut green and wax too, for that matter 
in #10 tins. 


CITRUS.—There is a lot of piece- 
meal trading going on these days for 
reasons explained earlier in this ar- 
ticle. Citrus is still the toughest can- 
ned food item to buy as prices fluctu- 
ate faster and to a greater extent than 
anything else in the line. The trade 
have been burned so often they are 
not tempted to gamble and currently 
they are buying just to fill up the holes 
and no more. Prices on natural juice 
vary on orange from $4.20 to $4.50 in 
46 oz. tins and from $2.85 to $3.00 for 
grapefruit juice with the sugar added 
variety sharply lower on all items. 
Nothing about this market is condu- 
cive to confidence from a buyer's point 
of view and they are proceeding ac- 
cordingly. 

CHERRIES.—If the trade had any 
ideas about featuring cherries during 
February, which is the traditional 
month to do so, they may have some 
difficulty as supplies of anything are 
either exhausted completely or very 
close to it. Water pack 303s are mov- 
ing here at a bottom of $2.25 with tens 
ranging from $13.50 to $14.50 but 
prices on the latter item don’t mean 
much as so little is still left unsold. 
It would be easy to find a home for 
West Coast Bings and Royal Annes in 
syrup in any size but finding them is 
an entirely different story. 

WEST COAST  FRUITS.—Ship- 
ments of Cling peaches are on the in- 
crease as distributors are showing 
more inclination to feature the item, 
particularly in conjunction with cur- 
rent national advertising. Prices are 
steady on the basis of $2.40 for 214 
choice and $8.75 to $9.00 for tens. 
There is an unfilled demand here for 
additional supplies of choice pears in 
tens in the popular counts of 30/35 
and 35/40. ‘There are a few Ewald 
peeled available but buyers here just 
can’t bring themselves to pay the 
additional cost over contour peeled. 
However, if the situation continues 
to tighten they may have to do just 
that. Cocktail continues to sell very 
well at current low prices with the 
movement up sharply. Price shading 
on standard and choice apricots keeps 
this market on the sloppy side. 


CALIFORNIA MARKET 


Apricots and Freestones Trade Off— 
Clings Hold Steady—Pears Firm— 
Most Tomato Products Unavailable on 
Spot Except at Premium Resales

THE SITUATION.—Advertised 
brands have kicked off the New Year 
with a variety of promotional deals. 
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ne deal calls lor 35¢ per case allow- 
ince on No. 2% yellow cling peaches. 
\nother offer deferred billing on pro- 
notion of any of 10 items. A third 
ombines deferred payment with a 
liding scale of bonus allowances based 
m percentage increases over last year’s 
purchases. during same two months. 
{he 16 items range from the plentiful 
‘ruit items thru the less plentiful 
vegetables. 

THE OUTLOOK.—These promo- 
‘ions are designed to take advantage 
of the heavy winter consumption of 
canned fruits and vegetables, plus tie- 
ins with heavy industry advertising on 


cling peaches and fruit cocktail. In-- 


dependent packers expected to take 
full advantage of this impetus and 
work for maximum promotion from 
private label buyers on cots, cocktail, 
clings and freestones. 

APRICOTS.—Bargain offers re- 
ported this week on No. 214 choice 
halves at $2.85-$2.90 with standards at 
$2.45-$2.50. No. 214 standard whole 
unpeeled still the cheapest California 
fruit item at $2.00. 

FRUIT COCKTAIL.—No change 
of price at recent lows of choice 303s 
at $2.00-$2.05; No. 21% at $3.00-53.10. 
Active shipping continues as holidays 


reduce trade supplies with excellent 
retail movement. 

YELLOW CLING PEACHES.— 
Prices remain steady in spite of trade’s 
hope for “sympathetic weakening.” 
(Weakness in apricots, free peaches, 
and decline on cocktail). Active ship- 
ping for industry promotion — has 
bolstered canners who anticipate con- 
tinuation thru January/February/ 
March. 

FREESTONE PEACHES.—In spite 
of shipments above last year, trading 
reported this week at 5 to 10 percent 
below past trading levels on fancy 
grade. As the saying goes “Are they 
full fancy?” Even if not, it’s a real 
bargain and can do nothing but de- 
press the market for all grades and all 
suppliers. 

PEARS.—Only fruit in California 
that continues to hold firm without 
apprehension by the supplier. 

CALIFORNIA VEGETABLES.— 
This is a complete reversal of the 
fruits. All items—asparagus, green 
beans, spinach, tomatoes, and tomato 
products range from firm at opening 
list, to firm at advanced listed, to 
firmer than the most recent advances 
in list.

What few offerings 
show up in tomatoes and the products 
selling at list are readily sold to eager 
customers who did not cover require- 
ments ahead. Many paste users have 
been convinced of the sold-out packer’s 
position, and this week brought the 
most active firm offers from buyers at 
last week’s reported over list resale 
prices. Orders going unfilled at $14.50 
for 26% paste and $16.25 on 30% 
paste. 


GULF SHRIMP PACK 

The pack of canned shrimp for 
the Gulf States of Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Texas, and Louisiana, on 
the basis of 48/5 ounce cans to the 
case, lor the season August | thru 
December 31, produced in 29 
plants, totaled 376,802 cases as re- 
ported by the Bureau of Commer- 
cial Fisheries, U. S$.

NEW YORK TRUCKERS ASK 
HIGHER RATES 


Albany, Jan. 15—The Public Service 
Commission announced today that it 
will hold a public hearing at 10 AM, 
Tuesday, February 28, at its Albany 
office, 55 Elk Street, to consider a 
petition filed by New York Motor 
Carrier Conference, Inc., requesting 
the establishment of minimum rates 
for the transportation by truck of 
canned or preserved foodstuffs, other 
than frozen foods, between points in 
upstate New York. Examiner Isadore 
E. Crade will preside. 

The Conference is an organization 
of truckers which, among other things, 
files tariffs on behalf of its members. 
In its petition for an investigation of 
current rates, the Conference claimed 
they are too low. In asking for the 
promulgation of a minimum rate 
order, it said that unless such is done, 
many truckers would continue what it 
considers to be sub-standard rates. 

The area for which it proposes that 
a minimum rate order should apply 
consists of all of that portion of New 
York State lying north of a line ex- 
tending from the junction of New 
York, Connecticut and Massachusetts 
on the east, westerly to Saugerties and 
then southwesterly to the junction of 
New York, New Jersey and Penn- 
slyvania at Port Jervis. It is served by 
about 400 truckers. 

American Stores Merger—American 
Stores Company, Philadelphia, and 
Alpha Beta Food Markets, Los Angeles, 
have completed their proposed merger. 
Alpha Beta, operators of 49 stores in 
Southern California, has been merged 
into American, operators of stores in 
seven Eastern states and the District 
of Columbia, on the basis of 1 share 
of American common for each 3.6 
shares of Alpha Beta common.
